A DISCOVERY 


Of Old Indian Ore Furnaces on the 


Gammon Farm in Kentucky. 


An interesting discovery was made 


just across the river in Kentucky 
Monday. 
About 
a year ago Geo. 


Gammon began prospecting for silver 
in the hill back of the Morton hill. 
He did not get much encouragement, 
but he kept on working and .digging, 
once in a while making a good haul. 
Monday he unearthed a large furnace 
which was situated about one or two 
feet under the surface of the hill. 
Afterwards he unearthed three inore, 
and in one of them was growing a 
large oak tree, which by its markings 
indicated that it was over one hun- 
dred-years old. The furnaces show 
that they were built for ore furnaces 
and it is thought by Mr. Gammon 
that they were used by some ancient 
tribe of Indians

some 


precious metal, presumably silver. 
He also found what he thought was 
silver ore among the remains, and 
a prominent young geologist of this 
city was hired to make an assay of 
the ore.
